The 
conseqi ence is, that men who are careless in the 
way of payiu.g their debts .adopt a very easy tone 
with their cicititors, and if in any way pushed 
will make their words good by filing their aclie- 
dule. Wo can personally vouch for the fact 
that one man who owed us the large sum of twm 
pounds ten shiUiiigs. on being asked for the 
money, declared he would putaiie the course 
above painted ant it he were pressed for the imme- 
diate payment of his debts by his creditors. Is 
it a good law, we sometimes wonder, that fami- 
liarizes men so much with the intention of turn- 
ing bankrupt, sa the last instance exemplifies? 
We offer no opinion as to the justice of ojiposing 
Mr fnglis's application, hut we do sincerely hope 
that it will become a more, common jirnctiee to 
do so than hitherto. Tf a man gets broken down 
by sickness or unforeseen difficulties, Fy all 
means let crerlitors show mercy to hitm But 
if, as in this case, the .appilieant happicns 
to he .1 young nmn, single, and who has en- 
joyed uninterrupted work, let ns have, at 
least, some e.xplanation of the reasons which 
Vidncvd him to declare himself a bankrupt. 
Not *0 be too bard on Mr Inglis, we would arhl 
tli.at it is our earnest bopc some creditor or cre- 
ditors will see it to be tbeir duty to ask .on ex- 
planation from tlie Aitolilson brothers of their 
rca;wn for declaring themselves insolvent.

It has been well said, that the man who 
makes two blades of grass grow where only 
one grew before deserves the thanks of liis 
contemporaries (or words to that effect) ; 
and in this district, the same idea may be 
extended, and it may be said that the man 
■who causes two drops 'of' 'rtater to become 
available for sluicing and other purposes 
where only one drop was available before, is 
certainly entitled to the thanks of his con- 
temporaries. I am led to make these re- 
marks through being informed that Mr ,T. 
Marsh, of Cromwell, has been to the trouble 
and expense of having a preliminary investi- 
gation made for the purpose of ascertaining 
if the surplus water now running to waste in 
the creek known as the Roaring Me.g, can be 
brought on to the Cromwell flat. Mr Marsh 
has been informed by the surveyor employed 
(Mr Smythies), th.at water can be lifted from 
a point on the Roaring Meg stream about lo 
chains above where the new track from Car- 
drona to M'Nnlty's crosses it, and can be 
dropped on to the Cromwell aide of the Mt, 
P'sa range, close to the point where Mao- 
Kellar's track from Cromwell to Cardroua; 
reaches the top of the main spur behind Mr 
Shanly's farm. The difficulties to be encoun- 
tered in bringing in (say) ten heads along 
this route are very slight in comparison with 
the advantage that will be derived by the 
district through having this water made 
easily available for all purposes on the fl.at. 
The. distance from where it is proposed to lift 
the water, to the spot from where it is sup- 
posed the water will command the whole of the 
Cromwell side of the range, will, not exceed 
ten miles ; and the cost is estimated not to 
exceed, on an average, £300 per mile. 

•Considering the immense adv.antage that 
this water, at the price, will be to the dis-- 
trict, Mr Marsli is “certainly entitled to the 
thaiiks of his contemporaries,” especially as, 
I understand, he is intending to place the 
whole affair into the hands of a public com- 
pany, expecting nothing himself, but the 
aotunl amount of nibney ho has paid out of 
pocket.

with such loathing, and the perpetratoi's so 
detested and hated, as were those crimes, 
and those fiends in the shape of men of which 
I npw write. People could hardly realise 
the fact that such dreadful deeds were being 
perpetrated almost in their very midst, and 
the names of Burgess, Sullivan, Kelly, :and 
Levy were in everybody’s mouth as being 
those of men who deserved no consideration 
at the hands of their fellows and for whom no 
punishment that could be inflicted would be 
too severe. The capture of these scoundrels 
was hailed with the very utmost satisfaction, 
and when at their trial sentence of death was 
passed upon all with the exception of Sulli- 
van, who turned Queen's evidence, it was 
admitted that the ignominious death to which 
they were sentenced was never more richly 
deserved. Burgess, Kelly, and Levy were 
executed in the Nelson Gaol on Friday the 
28th October, 1806, and Sullivan, in con- 
sideration of the services he rendered as ap- 
prover, wai spared the ignominy of perishing 
on the scaffold, and sentenced to penal .servi- 
tude for life. That be deserved any con- 
sideration few indeed could be found at the 
time to admit, notwithstanding his statement 
that he was not guilty of the actual murder 
of any of the unfortunate victims who lost 
their lives by the hands of the gang. . His 
asseveration to this efl'ect met with little belief 
by the general public. His life was at stake, 
and it is but natural to suppose that he would 
have no scruples as to what he said ip the 
hope of saving his neck. The statement of 
Burgess, who made free and open confessions 
of the horrible crimes of which he and his 
partners in villainy had been convicted, 
seemed to be given in all penitence ; and he 
deliberately stated that Sullivan and he were 
the worst of the whole gang. He detailed 
with minuteness the murder of poor young 
Dobson by Snllivan, and stated that Sulliv.an 
afterwards told him what a nice young fellow 
Dobson was, and that he (Sullivan) stopped 
him by mistake, and having done so, ^ared 
not let him go again, but took him into the 
bush, and ” burked” him. Further on in his 
confession, Burgess referred to the murder 
of the poor old man Jamie Battle, stating 
that after he (Burgess) and Sullivan had had 
some conversation with Battle they made 
him sit down on the ground, and when he 
drew his slieath-knife and resisted them, how 
he was seized by him (Burgess) by the throat, 
and thus held till he was almost at the 
last gasp, when Sullivan drew his fist and 
gave him a fearful blow in the abdomen which 
completed the horrible deed. They then, ac- 
cording tn Burgess, raked a hole, and shoved 
the poor victim into it with his face down- 
wards. Next day (to continue Buigcss's 
confession) they fell in with a party for whom 
they were watching, knowing that the men 
had a good deal of money and gold on them. 
All the murderers seem to have had a finger 
in the pie this time ; hut as usual the two 
arch-friends, Sullivan and Burgess were the 
ringleaders, bailing-up the travellers, tying 
their hands behind their backs and separating 
them. According to Burgess, Sullivan took 
off his sash, and tied it round the neck of 
one of the party n.amed Dudley, and thus he 
and Burgess strangled the poor fellow. They 
then returned to where the others were and 
Burgess took Mathieii to one side and shot 
him with a revolver, and then immediately 
afterwards shot Kempthorne (who had risen 
to his feet) with a gun ; Sullivan in the mean- 
time having shot De Pontius, the fomth one 
of the party. Burgess then directed Sulli- 
van’s attention to Mathieii, showing him 
where he lay, and Sullivan went over tn him, 
saying on eoriiing back, •“ I bad to ‘ chiv’ that 
fellow, .as he was not quite dead." .4s the 
result of this horrible butchery, tli ey received 
about £60 in money and 46nzs of gold, the 
property of Kempthorne. This was all told 
in Burgess’s cotifessiun, and it any reliance 
is to bo placed on it, it clearly proves Sulli- 
van to have been quite Burgess’s equal in vil- 
lainy. However, that is neither liere nor 
there. Sullivan was leniently^ dealt with, 
and as a result of his turning approver the 
inhabitants of this city have had his honour- 
able company within the four walls of Her 
M.ajesty's Gaol, 
abroad that it was the intention of the Go- 



me that the San Francisco authorities will 
not allow such a proceeding to pass over with, 
out demanding some explanation. I only 
hope that those in authority here will be able 
to justify their strange conduct.

On Tuesday, the Wellington Post called 
attention to the fact that by piuclamation on 
October 10th, Parliament was palled together 
for that day, February 10. ()n Tuesdaj- af- 

ternbnnj a number uf ineiiibei's met in tho 
Legislative Council hall, when the Hon. J. 
Joliu.son was called to the chair. There were 
present — Messrs Waterhouse, Grace, Phar 
razyii, and J. Hart. Mr Waterhouse spoke 
at some length on the iniportauee of proceed*: 
ing according to due form, in order that theit 
subaeciuent proceedings should not be re- ■ 
viewed at invalid, Mr flart quoted impor- 
tant 'cniCs ifi”lhe reigti of George HI. bear- 
ing 'u)>on the point, and seconded a motion, 
for adjournment for a fortnight, which was 
c.arried unanimiiualy. • ‘ 

In the House of Representatives there werP 
present— Messrs Fitzherbert, M‘Lean, Iley- 
milds, Bunny, .and Wakefield. Mr Pitzlier- 
bert was called to the chair. Mr M'Lean 
proptis'ed, and Mr Bunny seconded, a motion 
for adjournment till yesterday, when the 
Clerk s<iid tliat, in consequence of the ab- 
sence of the Speaker and Chairman of Com- 
mittees, it was necessary, according to the 
rules of the House, to adjourn till the follow* . 
ing dav. 

Mr Vogel then made the following state- 
ment to meiubei'3 of both Houses ; — Tho 
meeting yesterday arose tliroiigh the non-up- i 
pearuiice of an expected proclamation of pro- 
rog.'itiou. Some weeks .ago he intended to 
further prordg^uo Parliament ; his Excellency 
advised to tliat effect, and he (Mr "Vogel) 
siguified hia willingness to comply with that 
advice. It was probable the proclamation. of ■ 
provogiition was signed, but, if so, had mis- 
carried. As a few members attended yester- I 
day .some members of the Government also 
attended. 

Since then the Attorney-General’s opinion 
has been taken, and it is clear the present 
meetings do' not constitute a session, and as 
soon as the prorogation can he proclaimed it 
will be. Ill the meanwhile, if members in 
Wellington meet daily, such meetings will not 
constitute a session, and members will pro- 
bably, after to-day, not meet— at leaat, so 
Goverument will advise. The Attorney- 
Genera!, in giving his opinion, says “ I 
think AS the Governor has not met and ad- 
dressed the two elements of the Assembly, 
neither element can proceed to business, but 
must adjourn till they are met by the Gover- 
nor, and .addressed by him. Consequently 
neither House can sit. Each may meet, bat 
cannot sit and proceed to business. It is held 
that a complete Act must be passed, other- 
wise it is no session. To constitute an Act, 
there must be a Bill passed by each House, 
and assented to by the Governor. Therefore 
this wilhbo no session within the meaning of 
the Constitution Act, and the Governor may 
safely and properly prorogue to a later date. 
The time that has elapsed between the date 
to which the Assembly was prorogued by tho 
last instrument of prorogation, namely, 10th 
Folmiary, and the date of next instrument 
of prorogation, will not have been a session^ 
although members of each House may have 
met and adjourned.” , _ _ ■ ■ ■
